UNITED STATES—Latest and 
most authentic reports, coming this 
time from Assistant Postmaster 
Tilton, indicate that the much 
talked-of Washington bi-centennial 
series will not be of the large size 
and attractive appearance origin- 
ally proposed. Instead there are 
to be twelve values, from ‘4c to 
10¢c inclusive, all of the ordinary 
size, portraying different well- 
known likenesses of George Wash- 
ington. These are to be printed on 
the rotary press, and will entirely 
supersede the corresponding values 
in the ordinary postage series. 
This means that all current coils, 
horizontal and vertical, will also 
become obsolete, to be replaced by 
coils in the new designs. The pres- 
ent plan contemplates issuing all 
varieties on January 1, 1932, but 
the committee in charge of the bi- 
centennial celebration is strongly 
urging that values be issued as 
soon as ready in order to secure 
greater publicity for the celebra- 
tion in 1932, so it is still possible 
that part of the set may appear 
during 1931. The designs for 
three of the twelve values have al- 
ready been approved, and work has 
started on them. (Philip Ward, 
in Mekeel’s). 


AFGHANISTAN — A color 
change as well as a change in cur- 
Tency name has appeared in the 
type of the 1928 series. This post- 
age value is on smooth, white un- 
watermarked paper, perf.

“BELGTUM—Several new varie-

The surcharge and precancel was 
apparently applied at the same 
time.

They did actually succeed 
in buying up the entire 42,000, but 
the printers by mistake (?) had 
printed 30,000 extra, which were 
placed on sale thruout the country. 
So altho this value is undoubtedly 
scarce, yet it can not be prohibitive 
in price.

'4d. The Gom-pauw. A local species of 
bustard, a bird. which, loving deso- 
late open spaces, finds a congenial 
home on the hot plateau which is 
South-West Africa. 

ld. Cape Cross. The promontory sight- 
ed by Bartholomew Diaz, whose ship 
is seen in the background. On the 
shore is one of the crosses which 
were erected on newly discovered 
territory by the early Portuguese 
explorers to denote their annexation 
of the land. With reference to this 
design, there is nothing to show 
that Diaz ever actually landed at 
Cape Cross, his landfall being gen- 
erally accepted as Luderitz Bay. In 
the side frames of the design are il- 
lustrated Bushman drawings. 

2d. A kopje at Bogenfels, a little town 
about eighty miles south of Luder- 
itz Bay. 

3d. The Government’ Buildings at 
Windhoek, the administrative centre. 
Windhoek, high up in the hills in 
the centre of the plateau, although 
it has only a population of 15,000 
is easily the biggest town in the ter- 
ritory. It has quite a large cattle 
industry. 

4d. A view of Waterberg, about 150 
miles north of Windhoek. 

6d. Luderitz Bay. The landfall of 
Bartholomew Diaz, and called by him 
Angra Pequena. In 1908 diamonds 
were found, and it is now the chief 
centre of the industry. 

ls. A river and bush scene. 

ls. 3d. The eland, the largest species 
of antelope. Both a male and a fe- 
male specimen are shown. 

2s. 6d. Zebras and wildebeeste drinking 
in the Etosha Pan. The Etosha 
Pan is the largest of the shallow 
depressions, or “pans” which are 
found on the plateau, and which, 
during the rainy season, are filled 
with rain-water It has an area of 
no less than 1355 square miles and, 
except in the very driest weather, 
is a well-defined lake. 

5s. Kaffir huts. 

10s. The Welwitschit plant. A mon- 
strosity of the Vegetable Kingdom— 
a tree that never grew up! This 
plant was discovered in 1860 by Dr. 
Welwitsch, the explorer. It was evi- 
dently intended to be a tree, but 
owing to the lack of rain, it only 
grows a few inches high. although

A third print- 
ing, reverting again to a small 
overprint, consisted of 50 half- 
sheets of each value, or 3,000 4p 
stamps and the same number of 1s 
stamps. We have not any infor- 
mation yet as to how this third 
printing may be distinguished from 
the first.

This thought is 
brought to 
mind by an an- 
nouncement on the front page of 
a new Bargain Bulletin issued by 
the Metropolitan Stamp Company 
of New York. In this announce- 
ment the Metropolitan people 
frankly state that they have dis- 
covered that they can do a heap 
more business in a business day, 
by mail than they could do by 
catering to counter trade. Had 
anyone asked us as regards this 
question we could have told them 
the same thing years ago. 


One of the reasons a lot of 


smaller dealers in some of the va- 
rious cities of the country have 
such a hard time getting along is 
because they have not yet learned 
that the local customer who comes 
into their shop and spends a: dol- 
lar or two in an hour or two is a 
poor customer for them to handle. 
It is natural that the collectors 
will congregate in the office of a 
dealer, yet in doing so, they are 
robbing the dealer of a chance to 
attend to his mail business. A 
dealer can sell many dollars worth 
of stamps by mail in an hour’s 
time whereas a counter buyer will 
frequently want to look through 
half a dozen albums or stock 
books and may buy and may not. 
Cultivate your mail trade and if 
the local collectors want a club 
room help them rent one. If you 


have the real goods you can sell 
it in New York City just as quick- 
ly as the New York dealers can. 
Stamp collectors are a furifiy tribe, 


they like to write and reeive let- 
ters.
